of oar fitness for democracy than the refusal of our people in rcceni 
3ears to be stampeded by the appeals of ihe war maniacs. Jn all tho 
clamor for more battleships and a larger standing army; in the face 
of Avar alarms from the military party in Washington, tlio people 
have calmly refused to bo rattled. 


In this respect we have certainly vindicated our ability for soli'- 


government above all other nations. The war party is trying 1o 
commit us to enormous mutual expenditures for military prepared- 
ness. Those men tell us wo are not propated. for war in any part oL 
the service, whether on land or on sea. Tht- people have replied by 
asking Avhcre", if we arc not prepared for wnrj'liavo all the millions 
upon millions spent in past years gone? 
, i 


The estimates for military purposes submitted to congress for 


the year beginning next July arc more than a'quartoL- of a billion 
dollars. Last year we appropriated more than $94,000,000 for tho sup 
port of the army, and atraost $141,000,000 /or the naval .service 
Since., 1908 the naval appropriations have ri.-en from $98,958,907 to 
$140,718,434. During the same period tho cost of tho army has in- 
creased from -$78*634,582 to $94,266,14!), For 1914 the total expendi- 
tures for army and'navy were $234,984.579. 
And now we arc asked 


for $256,000,000. 


"What, if we have.little or nothing to show for it, has become of all 


this money? That is the first question to bo asked, and it should be 
pressed home as against those who arc now trying to stampede the 
country. Clearly, an accounting should be demanded.

If that is not enough to insure us adequate protection, the people

As a matter of fact our national defenses are in good condition. 


In his testimony recently Admiral Fletcher said that "we are not 
prepared foi1 the worst emergency that mi«ht arise to protect our- 
selves from the g^»ate.st force available," and that "we would have to 
greatly enlarge our fleet to protect American interests against all 
combinations against us." But no one is proposing that we make 
provision tfor any such supreme crisis as that. The plain inference 
is that for a less dangerous contingency we are at least fairly well 
prepared. 


General Scott, the new chief of staff, said that the condition of

Steinmetz Tell* -How London 


Repel Hottile Zeppelins. 


New York, Feb. 10—How London 


•Kill repel a Zeppelin attack was told 
at the Aero Club o£ America by JO' 
seph A. Steinmetz, inventor of the air 
mine. Mi. Steinmetz, who is vice 
president of the Aero club of Penn- 
sjlvania and a prominent auto and 
motorboat builder of Philadelphia, 
las 
just returned from England, 


where he has sold the rights to use 
his device 


One ot the Steinmctz devices con-[ 


sists of a small hydrogen balloon 
which lifts a high explosive and in- 
flammable bomb 
BaCh balloon is at- 


tached to a fine wire, two miles long, 
which is wound upon a windlass. 
Each mile of the wire weighs only 
four pounds and has a tensile strength 
of 320 pounds. 


These balloons are to be held cap- 


tive on the roofs of tall buildings and 
released when the Zeppelins are 
sighted. The balloon shoots up above 
tLe diiigible and If the dirigible hits 
the hair-like wire the balloon with its 
bomb is drawn in contact with the 
Zeppelin and an explosion follows. 


The other Steinmetz device consists 


of a bomb- carried by an aeroplane 
tiispended by a wire several hundred 
feet below the machine.
